KEEP HIS THRONE 


Agreement is Reached With Young 


Turks by Which Sultan Reigns, 


but Cabinet Must Go. 


London, April 21.—A special dispatch received Here 


from 'Constantinople, says that a definite agreement be- 
tween the government and the committee of union and 
progress has been concluded. 


Abdul Hann'd is to remain as Sultan of Turkey, but 


the present cabinet will resign immediately. 


Ten agitators, who were caught among the consti- 


tutional troops trying to undermine their loyalty to 
their commanders, were executed by shooting at San 
Stefano today, after a summary trial by ccart martial. 
Forty other men have been arrested by the constitu- 
tionalists during the last few days on similar charges. 


Constantinople, April 21.—(12:30 p. 


M.)—The advance guard of the con- 
stitutional army has arrived at the 
outskirts of the city. The cabinet will 
meet this afternoon and proclaim mar- 
tial law In the capital. 


The administering of the oath to the 


troops still in the garrison is proceed- 
ing today in accordance with the de- 
mands of the constitutionalists. Fur- 
thermore the authors of the recent up- 
heaval are being sought out and ar- 
rested.

Niagara Falls, N. Y., April 21.— 


Thousands of tons of broken ice piled 
in a confused mass in the mouth o£ 
Niagara river where it floats Into lake 
Ontario today, threatens the Lewlston 
suspension bridge, which is 85 feet 
above the normal level of the river.

Colonel James R. Price, in 


charge of the Buffalo 
office of the 


United States Engineer corps, says the 
department is absolutely helpless to 
render any assistance at Lewiston and 
Youngstown. He inspected the condi- 
tion on Sunday and found the ice at 
the mouth of the river at least 75 
inches in thickness and that a boat 
would be powerless. 
Dynamite, he 


said, would make about as much im- 
pression as if exploded in soft dirt. 
He absolutely sees no way to relieve 
the condition. The water that Is now 
passing over the falls is backing up 
in the lower river. 
There are large 


fields of ice in the river above the 
rapids, and it is passing over the falls 
at the rate of thousands of tons a sec- 
ond. 


At Lewiston there is a large mound 


of ice, probably eighty feet above the 
normal water level and endangering 
the Cornell house, located far above 
the river. As the jam moves it car- 
ries the embankment before it, cutting 
it off clean as it passes.

Nashville, Tenn., April 21.—The ar- 


guments for a new trial In the Cooper 
case began this morning before Judge 
William JL Hart. The two defendants 


iolonel D. B. Cooper and Robin 
J 


Cooper, who were found guilty of the 
murder, of former United States Sena- 
tor E. W. Carmack and given twenty 
years' imprisonment,' were in court. 


The defendants wero represented by 


Judge Anderson. General Washington 
A. G. Ewing, ]r. and General Meeks 


lle General McCarn, Captain Fitz- 


lugh and General Gaines appeared for 
the state. 


The proceedings were opened by 


Judge Anderson, who asked that the 
motion be considered as read. To this 
the state assented. 
Then Anderson 


added a new assignment in errors to 
the forty-six included in the motion— 
that the court erred in refusing an in- 
struction on self-defense, requested by 
the defense. 


General Washington opened for th< 


defense and said: 


"One of the points I want to take up 


first is the argument made in the case 
by the state that Colonel Cooper fire> 
the shot which killed Carmack. The 
whole argument of the state anyhov 
was that 
they—meaning both

United States-Senator" David Turpie 
died today at his home In this city. 
He had been in ill health for 
ten 


years, but his death was not looked 
for at this time. Mr. Turplo left a 
daughter, Miss Ella Turpie. 


Mr. Turpie defeated his republican 


opponent, Benjamin Harrison, for the 
senatorship from Indiana in 1SS7. He 
was re-elected in 1893. The legisla- 
ture cf 1899 being republican, Mr. 
Turpie was retired and Albert J. 
Beverdige succeeded him. Mr. Turpie 
was born in Hamilton county Ohio, In 
1S29. 
He came to Indiana in child- 


hood, was reared and educated in th"s 
state 
and 
began 
the 
practice 
of 


law at Monticello. 
Prom that time 


on he was conspicuous in state and 
national politics until his retirement. 


Mr. Turpie moved to Logansport in 


1SGS and to Indianapolis in 1S78. He 
was long active In the state legisla- 
ture and as a judge. President Cleve- 
land appointed him United States at- 
torney of this district. When he was 
recommended, the president, Cleve- 
land, turned to Senator Voorhees and 
said: 


"Who is this man Turpie?" 
"He is a man, Mr. President, to 


whom I feel like apologizing whenever 
I recall that I arn in the senate and he 
is not," answered Senator Voorhees. 


Went to Legislature. 


Within three years after going to 


Monticello he was chosen a member of 
the Indiana general assembly and soon, 
after the.close of the session was ap- 
pointed by Governor Joseph A. Wright 
judge of the court of common pleas of 
the counties of Benton, White and Tip- 
pecanoe. 


After serving in this position for two 


years he resigned 
and was chosen 


judge of tho circuit court in tho cir- 
cuit of which White county formed a 
part. 


_ In 1S60 Mr. Turpie was nominated for 
lieutenant governor on the ticket with 
Thomas A. Hendricks for governor. 
Tho republicans nominated Henry g. 
Lane for governor, and Oliver P. Mor- 
ton for lieutenant • governor and 
the 


democratic ticket went down to de- 
feat. 


The legislature in 1853 was called on 


to fill the unexpired term of Jesse D 
Bright in the United States senate 
which had been filled by the appoint- 
ment of J. A. Wright. The high claims 
of Mr. Turpie were recognized by an 
election to this 
office, 
in which he 


served only three months. 


Ran Against Colfax. 


Retiring from the senate he was not 


again calkd to public office Tor sev- 
eral years. Oough he made a race for 
congress in the Laporte district against 
Schuyier Colfax. then at ths height of 
his fame.

Crawfords- 
vllle. sought to enjoin the board of 
commissioners of Montgomery county 
from caUlng a local option election 
after petitions with a sufficient num- 
ber of signatures had been presented. 


The sole contention of Galey Is that 


the law passed at tho special session 
of the legislature is in conllict with the 
constitution of the state, and that.when 
the court overruled his application for 
u permanent injunction agalost the 
commissioners and the election was 
held the action was invalid.

Galey filed his suit the county has 
voted "dry." 


The complainant sets up the conten- 


tion that tho election was an expense 
to the taxpayers of Montgomery county 
and that the county council had never 
made a speciilc appropriation for that 
purpose. Later, however, the appro- 
priation was made, and Galey filed an 
amended complaint, setting forth only 
the alleged unconstitutional^ of the 
law.

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Fort Wayne Needs More Police « 


Our City's need of more police is a self-evident proposition. 


The people and the police are quite in agreement on that points'. . 


Oust how many more police is the question. 
'And, to avoid .any 'guesswork, 


let us see if we cannot arrive at the answer by as sure a way as we already, have 
at the number pf additional street lights and additional miles of paving required 
here according to the standards set by cities of Fort Wayne's class or population., 


In other words, let us measure up again with cities in our class. 
-\ 


Fort Wayne's police department comprises, besides the chief, captain, lieu- 


tenant, .bailiff, stationmaster, station clerks—whose duties are largely station and 
desk duties—and the two drivers of patrol wagons, some eleven day patrolmen.', and 
'twenty-six night patrolmen, who guard the streets and people along which their 
beats lie. Then there are two sergeants and two detectives, whose duties are out- 
side the station and may properly be considered additional police guard. 


This gives us properly thirteen day police and twenty-eight night police, 


guarding to the best of their ability—-and it is a high order of ability, too—the per- 
sons and property of 62,000 people living on 207 miles of street and assisted at night 
by the moon or its substitute^—430 arc lamps. 


It is evident to everyone that the number of the police on patrol in any city of 


Fort Wayne's class should depend largely on the miles of streets and the degree of 
night iUumination pf those streets. 
• 


There are other incidental factors in the problem, -dependent on the proportion 


of factory population to other residents; on the number of railroads traversing the 
city, with their attraction for tramps and hoboes; on the number of saloons and their 
general attitude towards obedience to the laws; on the civic spirit which prevails 
and mak.es either for prid.e in city improvements or for hoodluinism that mars and 
destroys improvements. 


These incidental factors we shall disregard, except to note that Fort Wayne 


has fully its share of those elements which emphasize the. need of every addition 
to the police force which the extent of our streets and their unlighted conditions 
would naturally call for. 


In. other words, if. in comparison with another city of our class, we find that we' 


need twice as many police—on the basis of street mileage and street lighting—it 
will be safe to assume that practically we need more, rather than less than that 
proportion, by reason of the incidental considerations noted above. 


Besides, Fort Wayne is growing vigorously in the manufacturing and transporr 


tation directions, and this means that we are constantly adding to our population, 
both foreign and native, large numbers who must receive the full protection of the 
law if we expect them to become law-abiding themselves. 


The recent increase of burglary and theft following payday dates of some of 


our railway and larger manufacturing enterprises is a warning and has to be sum- 
marily dealt with by better police protection. 


Twenty-six police patrolling 207 miles of Fort Wayne streets lighted by 430 arc 


lamps means this: 


An average beat of eight miles marked by sixteen lamps at intervals of half a 


mile.

Paris, April 21.—All obstacles to the 


marriage of Miss Muriel White, daugh- 
er of the American ambassador, have 


overcome, 
and 
the ceremony 


vhlch will make her the wife of Count 
•lermann Scherr Thoss will be per- 
ormed April 28. 
The decision of Ambassador White 
o refrain from attending the ceremony 
has caused much comment in Paris, 
particularly among members of the 
American colony. 


The persistent refusal of Cardinal 


£opp to concede the service of the 
Episcopal church was 
the barrier 


which caused the delay in arrange- 
ments for the wedding. 


White Protests at Decision. 


Precedents were cited where two 


services, both in France and in other 
countries, had been performed, notably 
n the case of the marriage of the 
Dutch minister at Washington, J. J. 
Loudon, and the niece of the late 
James B. Eustis, one of the ambas- 
sador's predecessors. 


As the cardinal remained obdurate 


Ambassador White finally acquiesced, 
but as a protest to the attitude of the 
cardinal be says: 


"Both my public and my private life 


demonstrate my freedom 
from 
re- 


ligious bias, but, under the circum- 
stances, and as the representative of a 
country eminent for its religious tol- 
eration, although predominantly Pro- 
testant, I have decided not to attend 
the service at St. Joseph's, the more so 
as there are several recent precedents 
for a Catholic ceremony and one of 
another denomination." 


Civil and Catholic Ceremony. 


The civil ceremony, which alone con- 


stitutes a legal marriage in France, 
will be performed by the mayor of the 
Bight Arrontllssement, in which the 
ambassador resides, April 23. The fol- 
lowing- day the religious marriage will 
be celebrated at St. Joseph's church, 
one of the most exclusive -Catholic 
churches in Paris. 


The service will be simple and will 


be attended only by the members of 
the immediate family. As Miss White 
retains her Protestant faith, her fam- 
ily greatly desired that both Protes- 
tant and 
Catholic religious services 


should follow ths civil marriage, and 


groom elect and family were -n 


full sympathy with this, but the car- 
dinal's restrictions prevented it.
